The north wall flares widely | leS!fi v;as f'ver btfore P« * forward by a 
professedly liberal government we may 
safely affirm when we consider the cir­ 
cumstances under which it is to be ap­ 
plied and the ex traordinary hardships 
and dangers which have to he faced by 
the hunters of gold amid the rigors and 
privations of an arctic winter. 
The features of the scheme are four, 
and it is hard to say which is the more 
unreasonable, harsh and obnox ious. We 
observe, in the first place, that if a 
miner should happen to arrive in the 
Yukon goldfields penniless he could not 
locate a claim, no matter lnw promis­ 
ing might be the surface indications de­ 
tected by him. 
In his own interest ho 
will not wish to disclose the richness of 
his find until he has re gistered a claim, 
but this he cannot do ex cept on the 
pay ment of $15, a sum which, upon the 
hy pothesis, he does not possess. 
We will suppose, however, that a 
miner has managed to raise the $15 
needed to pay the registration fee, but 
has had the ill luck to find the surface 
indications imperfectly sustained in the 
subsoil, so that during his first y ear he 
is barely able to procure food and lodg­ 
ing from the proceeds of his diggings. 
Then he is confronted by the second re 
qnirementof the Dominion government, 
which orders him either to pay an an­ 
nual assessment of $100 or to renounce 
his claim, though it might well happen 
that the nex t y ear’s digging in another 
portion of the claim would disclose a 
large amount of treasure. 
Again, we 
will assume that the gross y ield of a 
given claim during a y ear was $1,000, 
out of which, after the registration fee 
and annual assessment demanded by the 
government were deducted, there would 
remain $8 8 5. 
Every penny of that 
amount would probably be needed for 
food, shelter and tools. 
Nevertheless 
the miner would encounter the third 
requirement of the Dominion govern­ 
ment. which would call upon him to 
pay $200, that is to say , a roy alty of 20 
per cent on the gross y ield of his claim. 
Not haring been able to save a cent, 
the miner, of course, could not pay the 
roy alty , and the loss of his claim would 
be the penalty . Let us take for granted 
that the gross annual y ield of a claim 
were $10,000 or $20,000. Here again it 
is obvious that, if men had been em­ 
ploy ed to work it on wages at the rate 
of $10 or $15 per day , the ex action of a 
20 per cent roy alty on the gross y ield 
wonld amount practically to a confisca­ 
tion of the net profit 
Even in the ex ceptional cases where 
from $50,000 to $100,000 might be ex ­ 
tracted in a single y ear the demand for 
a 20 per cent roy alty would be felt to 
be ex cessive and ty rannical on the part 
of a government which bad done abso­ 
lutely nothing to facilitate the workings 
of the Yukon goldfields. 
There never 
was a more barefaced attempt to reap 
where one has not sown than this of the 
Ottawa authorities, 
it was American 
miners 
that discovered 
gold in the 
Klondike district. It is through Amer- 
ican seaports, J uneau and St. Michael’s, 
that the northward immigration has 
since poured in and that supplies are for­ 
warded. 
Absolutely nothing was done 
by the Canadian authorities for the 
maintenance of law und order in the 
gold bearing region until the hope of 
grabbing a part of the precious harvest 
caused them to 
dispatch thither 
25 
mounted policemen, a force which pres­ 
ently is to be quadrupled. 
Now, if we bear in mind the num­ 
bers of the treasure seekers that have 
gone northward from San Francisco and 
Seattle since the gold fever began, we 
can see that several thousand able bod­ 
ied and adventurous men, almost all of 
them in the prime of life, will be assem­ 
bled at the Klondike during the ap­ 
proaching winter. A community so em­ 
inently and almost ex clusively virile 
would be abundantly able to make laws 
for itself and to uphold peace and order, 
hut it is absurd to suppose that 100 po­ 
licemen cun coerce it into submission to 
oppressive laws made by outsiders. The 
work of ascertaining the gross outcome 
of every claim, which is the condition 
precedent to the intake of a 20 per cent 
roy alty , wonld require the vigilant and 
incessant serivcesof hundreds of police­ 
men, and hundreds of others would be 
needed to form a cordon around the dis­ 
trict so as to prevent a miner who had 
“ struck it rich” from escaping with his 
dust and nuggets into the neighboring 
American territory . 
The truth is that under any probable 
circumstances the collection of the pro­ 
posed 20 per cent roy alty would prove 
impracticable, and any attempt to col­ 
lect it in the state of things that will 
ex ist this winter at Klondike is likely 
to ooca-ion disturbances of a grave char­ 
acter. 
Should the 110 policemen whom 
the Dominion 
government ex pects to 
have at its dispocal in the district un­ 
dertake to use force for the purpose of 
securing the assessments and roy alties 


prescribed by law we should not be 
surprised to hear that they had been 
quietly made prisoners and disarmed, 
and either shipped back to Canada or 
allowed to go on parole. 
There is still another feature of the 
plan to squeeze the Klondike devised at 
Ottawa which in theory may look well 
enough, but which in practice will be 
likely to cause a good deal of trouble. 
We refer to the regulation that in all 
placer grounds every alternate claim is 
to be reserved for the government, which 
will sell or work it for the benefit of 
the revenue of the Dominion. 
This is 
to revert to Spanish traditions with 
a 
vengeance. The inevitable effect of such 
a law, could it be put in force, would 
be to deter miners of every nationality , 
including Canadians themselves, from 
seeking to discovt r any more placers in 
Canadian territory . 
All the efforts ot 
the gold hunters now gathered at Klon­ 
dike, or on their way thithi r, would, 
as soon as that district is ex hausted, be 
directed 
to finding similar deposits 
within the Aim ricuu boundaries. 
No 
miner, while equally tempting and un- 
r» stricted parts of the Yukon region are 
open to him, will look for placers in a 
section where half of the gold bearing 
soil laid open by his labors must be set 
apart for a rapacious government How' 
this regulation is to be applied to the 
Klondike or to other placers in Canadian 
b iritorv which are already under the 
spade w e are not told. 
It is certain that an attempt to con­ 
fiscate one-half of the claims which the 
Klondike 
mim rs 
are 
now working 
would be apt to cause a r< volution. The 
miners would probably meet and declare 
their independence of the Dominion 
government, after which they would, 
no doubt, ex press a <1< ‘•ire for the an­ 
nex ation of the territory , thus 
pro­ 
claimed autonomous, 
to the 
United 
States. That, it will be remembered, is 
precisely what rhe English uitlanders 
at J ohannesburg intended to do and 
what the British parliament and gov­ 
ernment have virtually approved by r<>- 
tusmg to punish Mr. Rhodes for try ing 
to further it.—New York Sun.
